(UPI) - A 
Czech United Nations diplomat, 
who killed his wife and then led 
police on a chase through three 
states, died today in St. Luke's 
Hospital from a self-inflicted gun­ 
shot wound. 


Karel Zizka shot himself in the 
head Thursday at the end of a 
wild chase at speeds up to HO 
rrvp.h. The attache was speeding 
from the Czech U.N. mission in 
New York, where he had killed 
his wife earlier in the day, when 
his automobile careened off the 
highway near Easton, Pa. 


He died at 10 20 a m.. EDT, 
today in St. Luke’s Hospital here.
